Anthropologists have learned that 
(he Modoc people had rather large 
hawk Ilk,- noses and heavy brow 
bones, b u t aside from that-, they 
i looked pretty much the same as 
! present day man 
It is believed that the Modoc 
peoples stayed pretty close to their 
hearths, venturing out only to hunt 
deer, raccoon, rabbits and squirrel 
and 
to 
pick 
berries 
and 
other 
spring vegetation 
Their clothes were made of hides 
and skins of the animals Ihey hunt­ 
ed and their way of life was ex­ 
tremely simple. 
Some of the artifacts unearthed 
show that they were interested in 
appearance and 
fashioned crude 
beads and necklaces out of stones 
and small rocks 
The “ heads” were 
strung through holes made by a 
bone chisel. 
At present, some of the findings 
of the Modoc Rock Shelter have 
been dated at 6,200 B. C. and fur­ 
ther excavations could unearth evi­ 
dence to change present theories 
of human migration into what is 
now the United States. 
Find Hammer Stone 
The Modoc Rock Shelter project 
began in 1952 when a state road 
building crew scraped off seven 
feet of ground to he used for fill­ 
ing gullies and wash outs near 
Prairie du Rocher in southern Illi­ 
nois. 
Certain relics were found in 
the dirt and the find was reported 
to the state museum.
